1. The DT-6 project me put into operation by DTRULKE ae of 
1 April 1 9$2 in aooordanoe with instructions from PBMIGHT. By ar- 
rangement between HIOOQ and PBMIQKT, a HICOO grant of 10,000 DU 
monthly for a period of nine months beginning 1 April 1953, was 
made available to DTHULSR for the operation of the DT-6 project. 

It ie the purpose of this report to propose that the DT-6 project 
be continued an d tha t financial responsibility for the operation be 
assumed by DTCLA.7TER following the expiration date of the HIOOQ 
great. 


2. Background : 

a. DT-6, a Berlin free-lance journalist, has been engaged 
since early 1?50 in the publication and distribution of duany edi- 
tions of Soviet Zone newspapers and occasional sagaaines. From the 
summer of 1951 until recently, he was supported on a regular basis 
by the Ministry for AH Qeraan Affaire for the publication of two 
duny Soviet Zone newspapers monthly (20,000 copies each). Since May 
1952, DT-6' s operations on behalf of the Ministry have been suspended 
as the result of a controversy with that office over terms of opera- 
tions, and there appears to be no prospect of their resumption in the 
near future* 

b. DT-6 was first contacted by c j in the fall 

of 1950, and full clearance for hie use by DTRULES in operations sim- 
ilar to the above was granted as of 26 July 1951. 

c. During KMFHTITE, DT-6 received a one-time HICQQ grant to 

increase his KMPETITE output, and early this year, he again contacted 
HIOOQ to discuss the possibilities of an additional grant. By arrange- 
ment between HIOOQ and P0KIQHT, a HICOO grant of DM monthly for 

a period of nine months commencing 1 April 1952 ms made available to 
DTRULEH for the operation of the DT-6 project.

3. Objectives t 

DT-6 produces and die tributes under DTRULER auspioes 20, 000 
copies monthly of a falsified Soviet Zone mag* sine. The magazines 
ehich here been printed and diatribe ted by DT-6 since April 19$2 hare 
been the Information Bulletin of the LDPD (one issue), the official 
ToUcspoliaei magazine (one issue) and the Junge Generation sagas ine 
(three issues ). Should propa g a nd a needs and opportunities uarraat it, 
other magasines sight be substituted in the future fen* those listed. 

The aim in the preparation of the falsified edition in each case is to 
adapt it* contents to affect the specific Soviet Zone target group 
ehich would hare received the legitimate publication. Distribution is 
then primarily directed to that group. 

k» Editorial Preparation ; 

DT-6, assisted by his highly experienced editorial staff, ia 
responsible for the preparation of the falsified editions. Although 
ha and his assistants are well qualified journalists, the magazines 
require a considerable amount of detailed, correct and exact informa- 
tion relative to the subject of the magazine selected, for which DT-6 
must rely upon the expert advice of specialist organisations. To this 
end, DT-6 has developed excellent contacts among such organisations as 
D TUNER, TPEHSSa, the German trade unions, etc., who render technical 
aasitanoe as required. 

Piatribatlap i 

Approximately fifty percent of the a&gaslnes are distributed 
through DT-6 <8 on distribution channels to the Soviet Zoom. The re- 
mainder are distributed through LDP groups, Berlin youth organisations , 
the labor unions, and similar type organisations with whoa DT-6 has es- 
tablished firm working relatione. Distribution is carried out through 
those channels which are determined to be most capable in reaching the 
specific target group involved. 

6. Peraonnel t 

DT-6 is the principle agent of the project and the only per- 
son who ia contacted by D7MJLER. The editorial staff consists of DT-6, 
three journaliata and a secretary. Distribution is arranged by a dis- 
tribution chief and a saeiertl^aan who are responsible for the opera- 
tion of the distribution system described above. 

7. Operational Control i 

Plans and drafts of material for each magazine are screened 
and discussed with DT-6 by the ease officer before publication. Dis- 
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trlbutioo report# are submitted following the completion of mo h 
operation, and reports of effectiveness are consolidated by D T-6. 

8. Cover and Security ! 

a* Anonymous West German industrial sources are being used 
as cover for the funds for the project. DT-6 made a special trip to 
ess tern Germany to establish this cover story which has been fully- 
accepted oven by his three co-workers. 

b. In order to insure that the project not be mixed opera- 
tionally with BT-6’s operations for the Ministry for All German Affaire, 
all printing arrangements, accountings and reporting are kept separate 
and distinot. 


e* Due to the increasing amount of attention being show by 
Soviet Zone authorities in western psychological warfare activities, 
security consciousness is maintained at a high level during all opera- 
tions conducted by DT-6. At the present time, the DT-6 group Is scru- 
tinising the activities of a person who requested the group to print 
and distribute pro-western propaganda for on unidentified sponsor. It 
was believed that from the nature of the contact end the background of 
the person making the approach (former East Berlin resident and employ*#) 
that the entire approach may have been made with the intention of kid- 
napping DT-6. This operation is being handled in cooperation with the 
Office of Public Safety, HICOQ. 

9. Budget ! See Budget Estimate attached. 

10. Proposal ! 

a. DT-6 has demonstrated over a period of two years that he 
and his organisation are particularly effective in the preparation of 
pro p aga n da material which is directed at specific target groups in the 
Soviet Zone. All of the productions thus far prepared within the soope 
of LCGASSOGK have indicated that the DT-6 group is unique in that, ms 
a sm al l or ga nisation, it has the capability of preparing a number of 
different "professional type* sagas boos, each of which contains a con- 
vincing amount of technically correct Information. Furthermore, reports 
which have been returned through the distribution channels have indica- 
ted that the format of DT-6 magaslnee (exact duplication of legitimate 
Soviet Zone publications ) is in iteelf an unusual psychological attrac- 
tion to its readers cnee the true identity of the falsified magasine is 
recognised. This format also permits the usage of unusual distribu- 
tion methods which favor bringing copies directly into the hands of 
the target groups. 
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b, The DT-6 group la capable of expending oeneiderehly its 
prmn t operations, cspeci ally If lta operations for th* Ministry for 
All donum Affair* srs sot revivsd. Anong future actions being con- 
sidered aro the issuance of dumay newspapers, publication of other 
dumnqr magasinas, printing of special duaay leaflet* or information 
bulletins, etc* T&an these oapabilities hare been fully assessed, 
end detailed operational planning has been completed, appropriate 
project amendments will be submitted. 

o. It is billeted that the DTmS group has demonstrated that 
it ie a fV asset which, following the expiration of the HXCQQ grant, 
should be oaetl n a a d oonpletely under the auspioes of DTHBLER. It is 
reemanendad that expeditious approval of a revised LCCASSOCI project 
be made, and that funds in aoeordanoe with the attached budget estimate 
be provided DTftULSR prior to 31 B s o cs i bsr 1952. It is urgently request- 
ed that DTRDIJ® be notified by cable prior to 30 Member 195* of the 
future status of the project se that appropriate arrangements can be 
effectively made with DT-6.
